Statement of services for which the decoration fm been . 
awarded 

On the 11th November, 1978, a raiding party, consisting 
of Shri Narinder Pal, Commandant, Central Reserve Police 
Force, Shri Ningshen Ngaraipam, Deputy Superintendent of 
Police, Shri S. Sunilchandra Sharma, Sub Inspector of Police, 
Manipur, four officers of the Central Reserve Police Force 
and one officer of the Manipur Police, was organised to 
capture extremists who were understood to be camping in 
the foot hills near Lamdeng village. The raiding party, 
after walking a distance of 8 miles during the night of 11th/ 
12th November, 1978, reached the foot hills near Lamdeng 


village in the early morning of 12th November, 1978. The 
Commandant of the Central Reserve Police Force, Shri 
Narinder Pal along with Shri Ningshen Ngaraipam, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police; Shri S. Sunilchandra Sharma, Sub 
Inspector and Shri N. Shamjai Singh, Assistant Sub Inspector 
of Manipur Police, approached the gate of the camp and 
called upon the extremists to surrender. On hearing this, 
one of the extremists carrying a grenade in his right hand 
came out of the camp. Shri Narinder Pal immediately 
jumped on the extremist and captured him, while Shri Sunii- 
chandra Sharma of the Manipur Police took away the gre- 
nade from his hands. He also dragged the extremist to a 
distance of 5/6 yards. In the meantime, the gang leader 
came out of the camp with two grenades in his hands and 
challenged the police party to release his companion on pain 
of death. The police party immediately took up position 
and started firing on the extremists. The gang leader threw 
one grenade on Shri Narinder Pal, Commandant, Central 
Reserve Politie Force and the other on Shri Ningshen 
Ngaraipam, Deputy Superintendent of Police, Manipur. Shri 
Narinder Pal hit the gang leader with fire from ms pistol. 
The exchange of fire continued for about an hour. Three 
extremists were killed and three captured including the gang 
leader along with large quantities of arms and ammunition, 

In the encounter Shri Narinder Pal, Commandant, Shri 
Ningshen Ngaraipam, Deputy Superintendent of Police, Shri 
S. Sunilchandra Sharma, Sub Inspector of Police exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry, presence of mind and leadership in 
disregard of their personal safety.

On the 11th November, 1978, a raiding party, consisting 
of Shri N. Shamjai Singh, Assistant Sub Inspector of Manipur 
Police and sarvashri Ram Singh, A. Ramakrishnan Nair, 
Kishan Pal and D«vi Dutt Das, Constables of the Central 
Reserve Police Force, one officer of the Central Reserve 
Police Force and two officers of the Manipur Police, was 
organised to capture extremists who were understood to be 
camping in the foot hills near Lamdang village. The raiding 
party after walking a distance of 8 miles during the night 
of 11th/ 12th Novmber, 1978, reached the foot hills near 
Lamdang village in the early morning of 12th November, 
1978.

This was possible because of the team 
work, dedication to duty by the Central Reserve Police Force 
and the Manipur Police.
